‘Early Resumption of Trade 


Activity Seen by Barnum 


Trade Depression Theory 
Is Scouted, and Slowing 
Down Process Will Halt 
Soon, Say Bankers. 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

New York, May 18.—Weak spots 
developed today in the fertilizer and 
chemical shares, Considering the 
Sharp declines in these shares the 
rest of the market acted very well 
holding for the most part quiet but 
steady cuts of a dollar a ton were 
reported in pig iron prices to attract 
buyers and the weekly average of eight 
important steel finished products was 
duwn to SvU.49 ugainst $61.02 two 
weeks ago. 

It is such news as this that the 
stock market has been discvunting in 
the recent decline. The best infor- 
mation obtainable here is that we are 
suuply facing a slowing down instead 
of 4 trade depression and that after 
a period of besitation trade activity 
Will be resumed. Unless the best 
bankers are mistaken the slowing 
down will not go very far. 

President Grace of Bethlehem Steel, 
expressed the belief today that present 
prosperity is threatened by a grow- 
ing shortage of crude labor. He 
believes that manufacturers should be 
permitted to till their unskilled labor 
requirements by getting men from 
Kurope leaving it to the consular 
service tuo etiminate undesirables. 
Such a plan he said, would step the 
competitive bidding for labor among 
industrial plants which are responsible 
for the recent continued advances in 
The other fae- 
tor in the slowing down in general 
trade is that production was beginning 
to catch up with demand. 

During the week ending April 21 
a dozen or more prominent men made 
publie their views on general outlook. 
Rt. S. Lovett, executive head of Union 
Pacific, returning from the west. said 
everywhere business was booming 
with the crop outlook promising. 
Frank A. Vanderlip declared that we 
were in a period of “abounding pros- 
perity. Other well known men ex- 
pressed similar views. On the other 
hand, however, E. H. Gary returning 
from abroad, made no effort to hide 
his uneasiness over the labor short- 
sifuation, expressing the belief 
that the passing of the 
restriction law was one of the worst 
things economically this country had 
ever done, Charles M. Schwab 
thought we were “entering into a 
period of expansion and the utmost 
caution must be exercised to prevent 
this from developing secondary infla- 
tion which would be disastrous.”
